HAT there is an increasing demand over the state of Wiscon- 
sin for a reckoning with the forces of reaction which have 


dominated university life, teaching and policy in the last two 
years is daily becoming more evident. 


Stories beginning to come from the campus of recent 


' events in the department of economics and in the college of agri- 


; culture which have aimed at suppressing academic freedom will 


not serve to allay the resentment which has been accumulating 
during the past months over the feeling that the institution's 
faculty is more responsive to other interests than the people of 
Wisconsin. 


In fact, it will not be surprising to learn that one of the is- 


snes which will be injected into the next campaign will be for a 
"cleanup" at the university.

During the past two years, as in most of the universities of 


the country, the reactionary element in the faculty has ruled 
things in a high handed fashion. 


This reactionary element responded nobly to every demand 


that has been made by the Security league and other kindred 
New York organizations that had for their object the suppres- 
sion of intellectual independence insofar as such independence 
interfered with the plans and desires of those who were making 
their millions out of the war. 


It has been mighty uncomfortable at the university for the 


small group in the faculty that undertook to voice its opinion 
with respect to freedom of speech and assemblage, taxation of. 
war profits, the Anglocised league of nations and other ques- 
tions displeasing to American commercial imperialists. 


Those who undertook to express anything but the desired 


view were told that they "better keep their mouths shot."

Some, however, have refused to "keep their mouths shut." 
And it is with these cases that the people of Wisconsin are 


interested- 


The people of this state will be highly interested in the ef- 


fort now being made in the economics faculty to get' rid of a 
young member of the faculty who has had some independence 
and has thereby offended a head of the department,—a head' 
who opposed war profits taxation and was decorated by a for- 
eign government. 


The people will also be interested in a state of affairs in the 


college of 'agriculture. They will be interested to know about 
the background for the dismissal of a man from farm institute 
work who had the temerity to stand for amnesty for political 
prisoners. 


The people will be interested in another dean who has lorded 


it over members of the faculty and has been stating that they 
could best serve their country by keeping their mouths shut. 
This aggressive advocate of Americanism was a Canadian citi- 
zen up to 1917.

at the university while "radical" speakers opposed to such a 
move and opposed to both American and European imperialism 
have been shunted about and given the intimation that their 
presence was not desirable. 


The people of Wisconsin will also be interested in another 


group at the university that seems more intent on serving Brit- 
ain than America and are now heading a movement for a new 
interpretation on revolutionary history in America,

The movement to bring the university faculty to account 


was started at the last session of the legislature when the so- 
cialists, who has always been friends of the university served 
notice that they were through supporting the institution until 
such time as it was again made responsive to the people rather 
than to interests that exploit the people. 


The stand of the socialists aroused more or less sympathy 


among progressive and liberal minded men in the legislature and 
only war conditions prevented an open fight on the university. 


With the war over, however, and a strong fight being made

DaneCounty School Teacher 
To Be Honored By Primrose 


Wisconsin Teacher Seventy Years Old, Tells About an Early 


country School; Father of Senator La Toilette Was the 
Clerk; Was Paid $1.25 a Week for Teaching.

An interesting little fact lias just 


come to my attention, which I am 
sure will also be of much interest to 
my thousands of Wisconsin readers, 
particularly since it is a Wisconsin 
story, dealinjj.with that interesting 
institution—the country school. Liv; 
ing; in Cherokee, Iowa, is a vener- 
able and gracious lady, Mrs. Mary 
Thomas Parkinson, "who 
has the 


distinction of having: taught one of 
the first country schools opened in 
Dane 
county, Wis. 
This 
was in 


1849, 
and the .school was in district 


No. 2, town of Primrose. Her fa- 
ther, David Thomas, was also first 
chairman of the town, while half 
a mile- away lived the town clerk, 
Josiah L:i Pollette, who was later 
to have a son, Robert Marion, who 
as governor and United States sen- 
ator, was to bring such' distinction 
upon his town and state. For teach 
ing this first term of school, Miss 
Thomas (as she was then known) 
received a salary of $1.25 a week, 
and had to walk a distance of nearly 
two miles back and forth between 
her home and the school each day. 


As stated, this first teacher'is still 


living, and now the 
people in the 


school district are going to hono'i- 
her by hang-ing a beautiful-portrait 
of her in the new schoolhouse just 
built, and having a commemorative 
program, with something ol the his- 
tory of the school and its teachers, 
and 
pupils 
since 
organization. 


Among the pupils who have gone 
out from this school, for instance. 
was one later to become one of the 
renowned surgeons of the country. 
The picture is to be donated by Mr, 
and Mrs. L. J. Rue, a prominent 
family of 
the 
neighborhood, on 


whose present 
beautiful farm the 


first schoolhouse 
stood, and it so 


'happens that a son of the donors, 
Harley B. Rue, is the teacher of the 
school at'present and will conduct 
the exercises in honor of the first 
teacher of 70 years ago. Interest- 
ing enough, the present teacher is 
of the third generation in his own 
family to teach in this school, his 
grandfather and his mother (both, 
also still living) having taught there 
before him. 


Mrs. Parkinson will not be able 


to come from her Iowa home to 
Wisconsin to attend the exercises, 
but' has written something of hci 
reminiscences of the early times. 
I am sure I will be pardoned-if I 
print a-part of'this letter, -which 
has been loaned me. Its pictures of 
the early day Wisconsin schools and 
their , practices'. are_ typical. of that' 
pioneer era, and will be appreciated 
by the present generation, not only 
became' of their own interesting 
character, but because of the whole- 
some . lessons they reflect of a time 
of simple virtues and plain, clean 
living 
Mrs, Parkinson writes: 


"•My first school in District No. '-2 


was held in a log cabin on Mr. Britts' 
farm, and was arranged as it'best 
could, be for the accommodation of 
perhaps 15 pupils. 
Seats' in those 


days consisted of long plank benchr 
es ranged around the room, not very 
convenient x>r. comfortable, as some 
of the little fellows could testify to 
who had to 
occupy them, .sitting 


with their feet dangling- about hall- 
way to the floor. .No wonder their 
little minds were-not in a receptive 
mood at ill' time's.. The desks were 
nearly as primitive as the seats, 
consisting of-slanting boards,. fast-, 


ened to the wall, not very conveni- 
ent for exercises in penmanship, as 
'.he pupils had to turn around in 
-..rder to get to the portion of desk 
allotted him. 
We hnd no black- 


boards nor any of the .helps and 
conveniences found in the pleasant 
school rooms of today. 


"In our early days in Primrose, 


spelling schools were the delights of 
the 
young 
folks. 
Large crowds 


would flock to them on bright win- 
ter nights. 
In the spelling school 


proper the usual mode of procedure 
was for two "captains" to cast lots 
to see who 
should have the first 


choice. The best spellers '-were usu- 
ally chosen first, but sometimes if 
the "captain" had a sweetheart in. 
the crowd she would be chosen first 
through courtesy. 
One person was 


appointed to mark all 
the words 


missed on- both sides. 
If one side 


missed a word and it came bade to 
their side and -was spelled correctly 
it was saved. After spelling in this 
way about an 
hour 
they would 


stand up to "spell down." One rule 
observed was that if one side missed 
a word, and the other spelled it, thft 
best speller on the losing side would 
be chosen to go over on the win- 
ning- side, so that sometimes one 
"captain" would be left 
standing 


alone. Another method .was to have 
the one who missed sit down and the 
contest then became exciting as the 
number 
diminished. Finally 
the 


last hero or heroine of one side 
would go down and the. contest was 
over. This ended, an intermission- 
would follow which gave, an oppor- 
tunity for pleasant conversation and 
for the boys to get permission to see 
safely home the girls of their choice. 


"The second part of the session 


was consumed in "speaking pieces," 
holding dialogs 
and enacting 
ta- 


bleaux. The orations of our coun- 
try's master'minds would be strik- 
ingly reproduced at times and comia 
and pathetic renditions- would be in- 
terspersed. 


"Then the going home!. Here a 


jolly 
sleighload 
jingling 
along; 


there 
a happy loitering 
couple; 


there a merry party setting out on 
'foot across the bright, white hills; 
and lastly, the sedate old folks and 
the teacher bringing up the .rear. No 
one who has ever experienced them 
can forget 
those 
happy "winter 


nights with the hills and forests 
ringing with song?, the shouts, and 
the responses of the parting friends. 


"Well,, the old upelling school is 


a thing -of the past, but its joys and 
memories still survive." . 
• ' • 
. 


I think this is a ;very appropriate, 


action on the part of the people of 
the school district, to thus honor 
their first teacher. By doin'g so thej 
are honoring all who are engaged in- 
the noble work of rural school 
teaching, and. also stimulating their 
children to take an interest in local 
history 
and 
neighborhood affairs. 


The -recognition comes a bit late, but 
not '-to late; it would 
have come 


sooner, my correspondent. "writes; 
had it baen known before that the 
first 'teacher was still among • the 
living: And 'is it not a wonderful 
thing that the generations .which 
have passed in and out-ol this Wis- 
consin district school should be able 
to have with them yet,; so -to. speak, 
the first teacher of 70 years ago I I 
wonder how many school .districts 
can *,boagt a/like distinction-?',/."Not. 
many, of "cousc^if indeed any otheri.

FROM A FARMER 


To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


I noticed in your paper under daU 


of Jan. 3, 1920 Page 1 col. 3 those 
•^-ords: "20,000 'letters show' farm- 
ers discontented." I am a farmer 
no 1,'beff your pardon, "a hayseed." 
No, I mean a ground hog, because 1 
get my living by digging in the dirt. 
My wife and I have 90 acres of land 
in our name. This year I had to 
pay $193.46 taxes. I had to build a 
nev,r tool shed which cost me $250 
(nothing to that is there) I had to 
pay $200 interest for having that 
90 acres in our name (a small item 
too, don't you think.) All this would 
not be so bad but I had to get up at 
5 a. m. each day and work until -7 p. 
m. (and later some days.) Then if 
I should decide to go to town and 
pay some of my bills with my milk 
check of ?100 or $150, the city peo- 
ple would put up their hands and 
say "Oh, you farmers get 
money." 
Oh yes we get 


the 


money alright and this is how we 
get it. I raised' last. spring six pigs. 
At that time I expected to get $20 
per hdndred. Later I hoped to get 
$15 per 'cwt. I sold them on thef 
Chicago market (don't forget, Chi- 
cago market) for $13.90 per cwt. 
and received for my share $200 far 
the six 
hog's. It cost me in feed 


alone $185.72, as I held them two 
months on account >of Chicago mar- 
ket (again) being so low, 


Would you Mr. City man care for 


six pigs from- the day they were a. 
day old until sever, months old for 
J14.2S. Sure I- know you would. In 
fact last year (1919) there were 
men by the dozen wanted to work 
for me who lived in the city, who 
wanted to care for my six pigs for 
seven months for $14.28. 
Oh yes, 


it was easy last. year on the farm 
it was a case of do your own work: 
or let it 
go undone. . A neighbor 


helped 
me hay it while I offered 


$3.50 to $4.00 per 'day and board for 
a man. 
Another neighbor . offered 


$90 per for "the balance. of. the year 
and then went without help. _The' 
heading of your article is right 
when it says "Replies Alarming." I
